E nd the War Week 


Dear Editor: 
Jan. 8 through 16 is National End 
the War Week. It is a time when we 
as citizens should look squarely at the 
problems left by the Vietnam War and 
act to resolve them. There must be a 
just resolution of the war's legacies, 
and thefirst thing to be done is to 
convince President-Elect Carter to 
grant amnesty for all. That means not 
only draft resisters, but nearly 800,000 
Vietnam-era veterans who were given 
bad 
discharges: 
they 
found 
out 
firsthand that the war was wrong and 
unjust and that the military was in­ 
fected with racism, they chose, in a 
variety of ways, not to continue their 
cooperation with the U.S. war effort, 
and a» a result they now have bad 
discharge«. This means they can't get 
jobs, educational assistance or 
Veteran's Administration benefits, no 
matter how honorably they served on 
the front lines. They need Honorable 
Discharges and a chance at jobs. 
There are between 4,500 and 30,000 
so-called "military deserters" still at 
large. They chose not to be part of our 
government's war effort, and remain in 
exile or underground. Carter has not 
promised to deal justly with these 
people. They require Honorable Dis­ 
charges and the nght to come home. 
At least one million draft-eligible 
males did not register for the draft. 
They could be arrested at any time. 
Carter ha« not promised to include 
these people in pardon. Nor has he 
promised to include the unknown 
thousands of civilian anti-war pro­ 
testers who are branded with criminal 
records for life because of these pro­ 
tests. These people, too, must receive 
amnesty. 
At the base of the amnesty question 
is the nght and duty of a citizen in a 
democracy to resist unjust and crimi­ 
nal wars The U.S. strenthened this 
concept by its central role in the 
formulation of the Nuremberg prin­ 
ciples. Is it not time for Carter to end 
the artificial distinctions between cat­ 
egories of war resisters? Carter's “ am­ 


nesty plan" must include veterans 
with less than honorable discharges, 
deserters, draft non-registranta, war 
resisters 
who have taken 
foreign 
citizenship and civilian anti-war pro­ 
testers. as well as the draft resisters he 
already includes Unconditional uni­ 
versal amnesty would cost not one 
penny and would reunite the diverse 
elements of our nation and start 
Carter’s administration with a good 
feeling During the Christmas program 
of "All 
in 
the 
Family," 
Archie 
Bunker's dinner guests are a gold star 
father and, unexpectedly, a draft re- 
sister from Canada, In the confronta­ 
tion between these two, the father who 
has lost his son says to the draft 
resister, "Steve had to do what he had 
to do, and you had to do what you had 
to do." And he extends his hand in 
friendship to the young man. 
As his final action to really end the 
war. Carter is urged to redress the 
grievances of those victims of the war, 
the Vietnamese people, whose land 
was despoiled, whose population was 
decimated and whose social problems 
are mounting. They have the right to 
be recognized by the United Nations 
as a sovereign nation, but this the U.S. 
refuses to allow. The U.S. stands alone 
among 
nations in voting against 
Vietna,cm’s right to be admitted to the 
United Nations And while other gov­ 
ernments and private organizations 
have given aid and are trading with 
Vietnam, the U.S. government, which 
caused all the misery in Vietnam, has 
not given one cent in reparations or 
assistance. The Vietnamese have re­ 
peatedly expressed their desire for 
normal relations with the U.S. which 
would mean the lifting of the trade 
embargo against Veitnam and support 
for admission of that country to the 
United Nations. 
Let us urge upon our government a 
more realistic and humane attitude 
toward the nation it could not conquer.

Carter Views Foreign Policy 


W ASHINGTON (UPI) — The foreign policy problems that will confront the 
Carter ad min istratio n are not new. The Ford administration has been facing 
mo st o f th em fo r nearly three years. 
Bu t, larg ely because of the long pause in U.S. leadership caused by the 
u n certain ties an d th e 
distractions of the presidential election, the problems have 
b een p ilin g u p an d 
compounding themselves. 
Mo st o f th e people the incoming president has chosen to deal with those 
p ro b lems art experienced, conventional foreign policy makers who are not 
rad ically d ifferen t in style or background from the officials they are replacing. 
Cy ru s Van ce, th e 
new secretary of state, is an establishment figure. Z b i g 
n i e w Brze-n n sk i. to be presidential assistant for national security, is almost 
s mirro r-imag e o f Henry Kissinger, including the impressive academic back­ 
g ro u n d an d th e 
well-developed intellect and ego. 
Ju d g in g 
from the statements by Carter and these chief foreign policy advisers, 
th e d istin g u ish in g 
characteristic of his administration will be a change in 
emp h asis. 
Economics will b e an integral part of each foreign policy decision and the 
n ew Treasu ry -ecretary , Michael Blumenthal, will be an operating part of the 
team that make« fo reig n policy recommendations to the new president. 
Brzezin sk i h as indicated he will stress the "architectural” elements of 
fo reig n p o licy rath er 
than the "acrobatic.” The diplomatic spectaculars 
p erio d ically stag ed b y 
Kissinger, criticized as “ Lone Ranger” tactics by Carter 
d u rin g th e camp aig n , 
will be replaced by a series of diplomatic contacts. 
Carter p ro mises th ere will be an attempt to restore a sense of morality to 
fo reig n p o licy . Ho w 
exactly that will occur and whether, indeed, it is possible 
in Carter’s terms is a source of great argument in the ranks of professional 
d ip lo mats. 
So me of th e problems the new administration faces require only one or two 
major d ecisio n s in the White House: 
Strateg ic arms limitatio n talks (SALT II) have been stalled for a year over 
wh eth er to in clu d e an 
American cruise missile and a Soviet bomber in a count 
o f strateg ic weap o n s. 
— Th e Pan ama Canal negotiations are on the brink of settlement. A 
p resid en tial d ecisio n is 
needed on how long the United States will maintain its 
o p eratin g rig h ts o f th e 
canal and how U.S. defense rights will be safeguarded. 
Dip lo mats estimates th e negotiations are more than 90 per cent complete. 
Oth er p ro b lems are 
complex and entangled but urgent, nevertheless: 
Th e Mid d le East. The Lebanese war put an end to a partial solution in 
th e reg io n b u t g av e 
rise to hope that the time and situation are better than ever 
fo r a co mp reh en siv e 
settlement. The United States, as the leading outside 
p o wer, mu st d eal with the problem of keeping the Soviet Union again from 
in tru d in g Th e 
rights of the Palestinians must be provided for in a way that 
is accep tab le to both Israelis and Arabs. The Saudi Arabians threaten to put 
th e sq u eeze o n o il 
exports to the U.S. and Western Europe if the Mideast 
p o litical situ atio n 
is not promptly dealt with. 
So u th ern Africa. A Kissinger plan for turning Rhodesia’s control over to 
b lack majo rity ru le 
was sufficent to bring the black and white parties together 
in Gen ev a. No w th e 
conference has stallled. The Soviets and their allies continue 
to ex ercise wid e influence in southern Africa in supplies and training cadres 
So v iet actio n s in Africa and the U.S. reaction will probably be the first test 
o f d eten te b etween 
the two superpowers. 
Western Europe There is wide disagreement in the U.S. intelligence 
co mmu n ity ab o u t 
Soviet military capabilities and intentions Hawks and doves 
ag ree th at th ere h as 
been a growing Soviet military buildup. Does this indicate 
a So v iet willin g n ess 
to return to Cold War politics, or at least a preparedness 
to tak e risk s in the next conference between U.S. and NATO? Carter will 
so meh o w h av e to reassu re 
the NATO allies without triggering a return to politics 
of co n tfro n tatio n 
with the Soviet Union. 
If Waterg ate tau g h t th e 
limits of domestic presidential power, Vietnam was 
a lesso n in th e 
limits o f American power in the world at large. The first year 
o f th e Carter administration probably will indicate whether the new president 
has stu d ied th o se 
lessons.

WASHINGTON (KFS) - Being the 
unimaginatively proper-thinking people 
they are. the next Carter cabinet can be 
expected to approach the huge service 
bureaucracies over which its members 
will nominally preside as imperfect but 
readily improvable organizations. No 
time will be wasted on the disturbing 
thought that these structures are in­ 
trinsically impossible of improvement. 
For such disturbing but also illuminating 
thoughts, we might read a paper by 
Andrew Gordon, a professor of sociology 
at Northwestern's Center for Urban Af­ 
fairs: 
"There is available on many toy coun­ 
ters an unusual and instructive machine. * 
It is a battery-operated five-inch box with 
a lid and an exposed switch. It is other­ 
wise unadorned. If someone flips the 
switch to tum the machine on, a 
grotesque hand emerges from beneath the 
lid with a single purpose: to turn the 
switch to ‘off again so that the machine 
can sit silently until someone else turns 
it back ‘on.’ In one sense this is a perfect 
machine. The hand effectively carries out 
its mission - to prevent any outside 
interference with whatever is going on 
inside the box. Imagine a bureaucracy 
which is similarly perfect...” (Gordon, 
Bush, McKnight et al., “ Beyond Need; 
Toward a Serviced Society,” Centro In- 
tercultural de Documentación, Doc. I-V, 
74-57, APDO 479 Cuernavaca, Mexico). 
It’s not hard to imagine such a bureauc­ 
racy. The model Gordon describes fits 
almost everyone that we come in contact 
with, but, like the insipid conven­ 
tionalists in the Carter cabinet, we 
haven’t understood the box is so con­ 
structed that the only task it is capable 
of performing is that it can continue to do 
nothing undisturbed. 
Gordon and his associates are trying to 
open up the box and study the mecha­ 
nism by which the grotesque hand rises 
to shut itself off. How is it. for instance, 
that studies, evaluations, investigatory 
task forces and criticisms by presumably 
knowledgeable experts invariably result 
in strengthening the hand in power and 
ugliness? 
By the people in the box insisting the 
operations of the box can only be under- 
stood by those thoroughly trained in its 
arcane complexities. The “ apparently in­ 
dependent audit" is conducted by “ an 
interdependent web of interests, in­ 
corporating training institutions, pro­ 
fessional associations, licensing bodies, 
paid evaluators and professionalized fun­ 
ders of evaluations.” 
In that way, studies and investigations 
which set out to reform the box become 
a means of chastising those who challenge 
the box or question its workings. Peer

HONG KONG — It wa» a map 
of an o b acu re itretch o f th e 
C h in eie-R u eeian b o rd er th at 
fin ally p ersu ad ed Secretary o f 
State Hen ry Kiaain g er to o p en th e 
d o o r to Ch in a. 
Although then-President Richard Nix­ 
on had raised the idea, Kiaainger didn't 
think seriously about a detente with 
China until shooting broke out between 
Chinese and Russian border troops back 
in March, 1969 
The incident occurred on Chenpeo Is­ 
land in the Ussuri River, which flows 
between Soviet Siberia and Chinese Man­ 
churia. Kiaainger called for a map of the 
area. He noticed that the clash had 
occurred five miles from a Soviet railhead 
but 10 milea from a Chinese terminal, he 
told us 
Kiaainger immediately concluded that 
the Chinese would never have provoked 
an incident so far fron their supply line. 
He decided, therefore, that the Russians 
had started the shooting and that the 
Chinese would welcome a U.S. approach. 
Today, the 5,000-mile border is quist 
but tense. The intelligence reports are 
conflicting about the degree of hostility 
between Chinese and Russian border 
troops. Apparently, this depends largely 
upon the local commanders. But no seri­ 
ous incidents have been reported in the 
past few months. 
The best U.S. estimate is that the 
Soviets have 41 divisions, seven of then 
armored, on their Chinese frontier. Sever 
si menacing air and missile units are also 
deployed along the border The total 
Soviet force facing China is estimated at 
800,000. 
According to our sources, the Chinese 
don't consider this to be a large enough 
force to invade China. They believe the 
Soviets would have to transfer troops 
from the European front. This could be 
detected by satellites, the Chinese be­ 
lieve, in time for them to strengthen their 
defenses. 
In the opinion of U.S. expert*, the 
Chinese would be no match for the Rut 
sians on the battlefield. The Chinese 
would be forced to fight largely with 
obsolescent weapons — recoilless rifles 
against tanks, inferior fighter planes 
against modem MIG-23«, masses of in­ 
fantry against machines. 
The Chinese have tested nuclear de­ 
vices, with a four-megaton bang But the 
ballistic missiles available to deliver the 
nuclear warheads are a decade behind the 
Soviet models. 
Nevertheless, the Chinese commanders 
reportedly believe that the old strategies, 
which Mao Tse-tung used to win the 
mainland, would defeat an invading 
force. Man looked upon the Chinese popu­ 
lace as a sea which, in the end, would 
drown the invaders By his book, the 
Chinnse would draw the enemy forces 
deep into the sea and then overwhelm 
them with humanity. 
Mao summed up his battlefield tactics 
succinctly in these words; "Enemy ad­ 
vances, we retreat. Enemy halts, we 
harass. Enemy tires, we attack. Enemy 
retreats, we pursue." 
U.S. military strategists are skeptical, 
however, that the Soviets would mount 
the kind of invasion the Chinese are 
anticipating. In any war between the two 
Comnunist titans, it is more likely that 
the Soviets would use their superior mis­ 
sile power to wipe out China’s nuclear 
capability. 
The only possible invasion, in the opin­ 
ion of these experts, would be a “ surgical 
strike" against specific target* Under an 
umbrella 
of 
planes 
and 
behind 
a 
spearhead of tanks, the Soviet* might 
drive against Sinkiang’s nuclear facilities 
or Manchuria’s industrial centers. 
A confidential intelligence analysis sug­ 
gests, meanwhile, that the Chinese com­ 
manders hope to avoid a military confron­ 
tation with Russia. This attitude could 
lead eventually to a Sino-Soviet detente. 
For it is now clear that the new govern­ 
ment in Peking is backed by the army. 
In fact, our sources contend that the 
real power in Peking is held by the senior 
military commanders. They played 
a 
pivotal part in the arrest of Chiang Ching, 
the widow of Mao Tse-tung, and three 
other Maoist* in the Politburo. Our 
sources have gone so far as to describe the 
event as a “ military coup.” 
It was executed by Che’n Hse lien, the 
commander of the Peking garrison, who is 
now regarded by our sources as the mo*t 
powerful man in China. His superior, 
Defense Minister Yeh Chien-ying, is in 
poor health and, therefore, ia more of a 
front man. 
The army anticipated a possible upris­ 
ing after the October 6 move against the 
“ gang of four," as Madame Chiang and 
her three cohorts are now called. They 
controlled the militia, which could have 
been called into the streets. 
The moat dangerous spot was Shang­ 
hai, the Btronghold of the Maoists. So 
Shanghai party leader Ma Tien-shui and 
Shanghai 
garrison commander Chou 
Chun-lin were summoned to Peking. 
They suspected foul play and arranged a 
code to alert their colleagues. A telephone 
call from Peking, complaining of a “ atom- 
ach ache" would mean the pragmatists 
had taken control. A call about a "heart 
attack" would mean the Maoiat leaders 
were in serious trouble. 
According to clandestine reports reach­ 
ing Hongkong, both calls were made. The 
Shanghai leaden called a secret meeting 
after midnight on October 8. Orders went 
out to mobilize 30,000 militiamen and 
arm them with guns instead of their 
customary truncheons. They also planned 
to go on the air to announce that Shang­ 
hai was in revolt against a “ revisionist" 
takeover in Peking. 
But the leaders couldn’t agree on the 
final plans. Then their colleagues re­ 
turned fron Peking to report that it waa 
too late. So the immediate danger in 
Shanghai was averted. 
The army, meanwhile, has been forced 
to impose martial law in other areas.

The 20-year-old Czechoslo­ 
va k ia n expatriot upset 
topranked Chris Evert 6-2, 6- 
3 in the first 1977 stop of the 
Virginia 
Slims Tournament 
Sunday and collected her prize 
money in a carton of $1 bills. 
"That gives me tip money 
for 20,000 days,” she said in 
jest after the hard-hitting vic­ 
tory over Evert 
She gave a big share of the 
credit to having slimmed her 
weight down by 20 pounds to 
145 after a disappointing sea 
son. 
Evert recalled that she had 
similarly lost the first Virginia 
S l i m s 
t o u r n a m e n t 
to 
Navratilova a year ago. 
She said philosophically of 
her defeat: “ It’s good for me 
because it makes me realize I 
have to get my game up. I just 
hope I don’t have to play 
Martina right away. 
In doubles play Navratilova 
and Betty Stove of the Nether­ 
lands defeated Val Ziegenfuss 
and Kristien Shaw, 7-5, 6-2, 
and collected $2,600 each. 
The win was only the fourth 
time 
in 
19 consecutive 
matchups 
that 
Navratilova 
has beaten Evert. 
“ I felt very confident I could 
win because 1 was serving well 
and that kept the pressure on 
her,” Navratilova said. 
Evert said of the defeat:

patient 
enough.” 
During the second game of 
the opening set Evert was at 
break point three times but 
lost it with a string of 12 
straight losing points, includ­ 
ing 10 errors and a double 
fault. 
During that slump Evert lost 
her service at love. With the 
help of another double fault, 
Navratilova also broke Evert 
in the seventh game, and then 
cinched the win on a pair of 
volley placements at the net. 


They held even in the second 
set at 2-2, but in the fifth game 
Navratilova broke Evert's ser 
vice with a cross court winner, 
a third Evert double fault and 
two errors 
Two games later 
Navratilova cracked Evert's 
service again with two service 
and volley winners. The

nutted two final errors after 
getting her only service break 
through of the the day. 


Navratilova is the first wom­ 
an to win the $100,000 Wash­ 
ington event twice in its six- 
year history'. She defeated E v ­ 
ert in the first Virginia Slims 
tournament held in Houston a 
year ago.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (U PI) — To win when you are playing 
well is one thing, but to win when you aren't playing well 
is something else altogether. 
That’s how Jerry Pate feels today about his sudden-death 
victory over Dave Stockton Sunday in the $200,000 Phoenix 
Open, first event of the year on the PGA Tour. 
"I hate to say 1 didn’t play well when I won," said Pate, 
"hut I would he less than honest if 1 didn’t say it. I didn't 
play well, not in the final round anyway, but I guess I won 
because no one else played well either." 
Pate took a one-shot lead into the final round Sunday, 
held up nearly three hours at the start because of frozen 
greens, but lost it quickly. 
He was lucky to make the turn in even par 36 while 
Stockton, his partner only three weeks ago in the World 
Cup, turned in 34, with birdies on one, four, five and eight 
and bogeys on three, four and six. 
“ I couldn't believe I was in the lead the way I was 
scattering the ball all over the lot," said Stockton, whose 
only victory last year was in the PGA Championship while 
Pate was winning the U.S. and Canadian Opens and Rookie 
of the Year honors. "Still. I was in front and it was a good 
feeling." 
The feeling didn’t last too long even though Pate 
continued having his problems. Hv the 13th hole both were 
tied for the lead and it stayed that way through regulation 
play as they both finished with seven-under par 277s. 
Sio, the two, who became good friends in the World Cup 
even though Stockton is 12 years Pate's senior at 35, went 
to the 15th to start the playoff. 
“ W’e didn't have much to say to each other," said 
Stockton. "It was kind of a peculiar feeling to be playing 
head-to-head against Jerry." 
“ I was kind of numb about the playoff,” said Pate "I 
became very fond of Dave in the World Cup and somehow 
it didn't seem right I should be playing him for the title." 
The playoff didn't last long as Stockton, one of the best 
putters on the tour, missed a four-footer and wound up with 
a bogey on the par three hole and Pate made an 18-inch 
putt for a par. 
"O f course, you never like to lose," said Stockton, “ but 
the way I played all day I think I was extremely lucky to 
go as far as I did. I didn't hit a good drive all day and if 
it wasn't for my putting I never would have even come close, 
but you can get out of jail only so many times " 
Pate thus won $40,000 and Stockton $22,800. Naturally, 
Pate was happy with the victory, but he said it wasn't only 
because of the money.” 
“ I know after the way I played last year there were some 
people saying I could never do it again," Pate said, "They 
were saying the secondyear jinx would hit me the same way 
it has a lot of other guys out here. 
“ So winning here in the first event of the year is rewarding 
and satisfying to me for that reason. It’s certainly a fine 
way to start the new year. When I came out here last week 


I had only two goals in mind -to win more tournament 
titles this year than last and to win one of the majors. 
"I'm going to try to win every week 
But the one 
tournament I'd like to win more than any other would be 
the Masters. I was born in Georgia and it would be quite 
an achievement for me to win there " 
I,arrv Nelson finished at 278, shooting a final round 71 
while Stockton had a 72 and Pate a 73, to win third-place 
money of $14.200, the second biggest payday of his 
George Burns and Bruce Lietzke wound up in a tie at 279, 
two shots off the lead, and won $8,800 each. 
Fuzzv Zoeller, Bill Garrett, George Cadle and Gary 
McCord were next at 281, while Johnny Miller wound up 
at 288 and defending champion Bob Gilder at 286.

M IA M I B EA C H , FI*. (U PI) — The NCAA opened itii 71«t 
annufll convention today nagged by iU aame old problem “ 
what to do about the big-time athletic powers who don't like 
their poor relations telling them how to spend their money. 
Talk about a walkout by the "majors" if relief isn’t 
forthcoming was muted. But there is a move afoot to effect 
a change by going through the back door. 
A committee headed by .1. Neils Thompwjn of the University 
of Texas will propose restructuring NCAA’s Division by 
limiting that top group to those schools which finance major 
f(K)tball and basketball programs and field teams in at least 
six other sptirts. 
Thompson figures this would cut Division I from its present 
247 member schwls to somewhere between 125 and ISO. 
"Division I is more complicated than we feel it should be,” 
said Thompson. "Migration into the divison has given us more 
sch(K)ls in that classification than we had when we did away 
with the University Division four years ago. 
"W e’re right back where we were in 1973. There are so many ' 
differences between division members, it’s almost an im­ 
possibility to legislate.” 
The way Thompson’s committee proposes, schools like 
Miami of Florida, which plays big time football but has no 
basketball team, and St. John's of New York, amajor basket­ 
ball power which doesn’t play football, could play a limited 
number of sports at the Division I level — but would have no 
voice in Division I policy making. 
"I don’t believe they can get enough votes to carry that 
proposal,” said Southeastern Conference Commissioner Boyd 
McWhorter, "The SEC supports the idea of having the major 
powers set their own rules. But some of our member schools 
feel they would be unable to meet the criteria being proposed

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Cabi- 


net committee says illegal aliens are 
flooding into the United States in such 
numbers that massive deportation will 
not solve the problem. The committee 
suggested the government should focus 
on prevention instead of deportation. 


It also suggested "a limited form of 


amnesty," allowing those who entered 
the country before Julj 1, 1968, to 
become legal residents. Current law 
protects only those who entered before 
June 30, 1946. 


The Immigration and Natural- 


ization Service estimates up to 8 mil- 
lion illegal aliens are in the United 
States today and that 400,000 immi- 
grants, who enter illegally each year, 
are caught and returned. 


Sinatra's Mother 
Killed in Crash 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (UPI) — 


The bodies of Frank Sinatra's 82- 
year-old mother and three others 
were found Sunday. The four were 
killed instantly Friday night in a 
plane crash in the rugged San 
Gorgonio Mountain during a snow- 
storm. Mrs. Sinatra and her close 
friend, Mrs. Anthony Carbon! were 
being flown to Sinatra's opening at 
Caesar's Palace Hotel in Las Vegas. 


The other two victims were the 


pilot Donald Weier, 36, and copilot 
Jerold Roley, 43, both of Lae Vegas, 
Nev.

Census Bureau Says 
Population Shifted 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - The 


Census Bureau reports that for th 
first time since colonial days, more 
than half of all Americans live in the 
South and West. 


As of July 1, 1976, the South and 


West had an estimated combined pop- 
ulation of 107.42 million compared 
with 107.24 million in the Northeast 
and North-Central states. The South 
and West had 8 million fewer residents 
than the North after the 1970 census, 
the report said. 


The national growth rate between 


1970 and last July was 5.6 per cent. 
Senate Will Probe 
Rash of Oil Spills 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In view 


of a rash of oil spills by foreign 
tankers that made 1976 the "worst 
year in history" for such accidents, 
the Senate Commerce Committee be- 
gins an 
investigation Tuesday, 


which could lead to barring foreign 
tankers from U.S. waters unless 
they meet tougher safety standards. 


Committee Chairman Warren 


Magnuson, D-Wash., and Ernest 
Rollings, D-S.C., 
criticized the 


Coast Guard for failing to come up 
with tougher safety regulations, 
which, they said, were authorized 
under the 1972 Ports and Waterways 
Safety Act. 


Snow & Sleet Lash County 


KINGSTON - Ulster County got a 


relatively mild lashing from a storm that 
has snarled traffic and closed schools 
across much of the country, but the day 
isn't over yet. 


The snow that began at 10 p.m. Mon- 


day was still falling at 8:30 a.m. today, 
with 2'/2 inches down and more coming. 
This morning's snow was mixed with 
freezing ram and sleet that could cause 
traffic problems later. 


Ulster County schools were closed early 


and authorities posted warnings against 
unnecessary travel. Closings extended 
into surrounding areas which report to 
local news media and which draw com- 
muting students from Ulster County. 


Today's snow, added to the three inches 


that fell Friday, brought the January 
total to 5'/> inches. If that sounds bad, 
consider the plight of Buffalo, where more 
than 100 inches of snow had fallen before 
the latest storm struck. Buffalo schools 
closed and the city braced for even more 
trouble as blizzard warnings were posted 
for western New York, along with predic- 
tions of another four to eight inches of 
snow. 


Buffalo was not alone. Storms that 


occasionally reached blizzard intensity 
raged from the midwest to the northeast. 
Seven inches of snow clogged Chicago by 
early morning, with forecasts of up to 
three inches to come. New York City's 
first major storm of the winter was met 
by hundreds of plows and salt trucks, 
with three to five inches total snowfall 
predicted 


New Jersey State Police reduced the 


speed limit on the entire 100 miles of the 
New Jersey Turnpike to 35 m.p.h. be- 


cause of snow and high winds. 


New England, still reeling from a storm 


that dumped 20 inches of snow Friday, 
braced for a foot of new snow today. Many 
school 
systems, 
including Boston's, 


closed, and officials urged drivers to avoid 
travel unless absolutely necessary. 


More than a foot of snow closed schools 


in Missouri and forced cancellation of 
today's inaugural parade for Governor- 
elect Joseph Teasdale. His was not the 
only casualty, as more than four inches of 
snow hit 
southern Illinois, 
marring 


today's inauguration of Governor-elect 
James R.. Thompson in Springfield. 


Blizzard warnings were posted for Mis- 


souri, Illinois and portions of Indiana and 
heavy snow warnings covered parts of 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Virginia, 
Maryland and the Carolinas. Winter 
storm warnings stretched from Maryland 
to New Jersey and north to southern New 
England. 


Today's forecast for the Hudson Valley 


calls for heavy snow mixed with freezing 
rain and sleet. Accumulations between 6 
and 12 inches are possible before evening, 
with some blowing and drifting of snow 
likely. 


Highs in the lower 30's. Snow tapering 


to flurries tonight and turning colder. 
Lows around 10. Partly cloudy Tuesday' 
with a chance fo; a few flurries and a high 
in the low to mid-20's. 


Winds east to southeast today, 15 to 25

Church in Spain

MURCIA, Spain (UPI) - Thieves 


stole an estimated $4.4 million in 
diamonds, rubies sapphires and emer- 
alds from a local cathedral during the 
weekend, according to police sources.

blow torch to cut through iron bars and 
chains Saturday and stole the 
cathedral's life-size images of the Vir- 
gin Mary and Jesus and 20 other 
items.

Olympic Massacre 
Suspect Arrested 


PARIS(UPI) — French police said to- 


day Israel has asked for the extradition of 
Abu Daoud, the suspected mastermind of 
the 1972 massacre of Israeli athletes at 
the Munich Olympics. 


Daoud, a high official of the Palestine 


Liberation Organization, was arrested 
Friday while visiting the French capital 
with a PLO delegation. 


West Germany, which issued the war- 


rant for Daoud's arrest, also is considering 
asking for his extradition. 


West German Justice Minister Hans 


Jochen Vogel said in a television ap- 
pearance Sunday night that West Germa- 
ny had 20 days to demand Daoud's 
extradition. West German justice officials 
said the Bonn government would decide 
early this week whether to ask for his 
extradition. 


Algeria, Libya and Iraq have individ- 


ually protested Daoud's arrest, and the 
PLO, in a press statement, said Arab 
countries considered the action "an un- 
friendly gesture towards the Arab world." 


Israel demanded Daoud's extradition 


on grounds that terrorists committing 
crimes against Israelis should be tried in 
Israel. 


Daoud, a founder of the Black Septem- 


ber terrorist group, was arrested on a 
warrant issued by Munich police. He was 
being held at a police jail near Notre 
Dame Cathedral and was to appear today 
before an investigating judge. 


Paris newspapers said Israeli agents 


apparently tipped Munich police that 
Daoud was flying to Paris to join a 
Palestinian Liberation Organization dele- 
gation attending the funeral of Palesti- 
nian militant Mahmoud Ould Saleh, who 
was shot to death last week outside his 
bookshop. 


Police officials said the arrest was an 


attempt by France to live up to anti- 
terrorist agreements signed last year by 
Common Market countries and the Coun- 
cil of Europe.

But the action brought strong protests 


from the Arab world. 


Ezzeddine .Kalak, head of the Paris 


PLO office, said the PLO was 
"astonished" by the incident and warned 
of "international repercussions."

Self-confessed Murderer Held as Probe Continues 
'Killer' Nets Burglar Rap

MARGAHETVILLE — Burglary, not 


murder charges have been lodged against 
the Halcottsville man who confessed Sat- 
urday night to two murders, arson, bur- 
glary and antique peddling dating back to 
1973. 


Edward Costello, 52, who confessed to 


"murders" no one knew of, had the 
burglary charge reduced to trespassing 
and was sentenced to 30 days in Delaware 
County Jail while Margaretville State 
Police BCI continues its investigation. 
Police declined to comment further, 
saying they will release additional in- 
formation later. 


Costello, a former inmate of a state 


mental institution, began his tale of 
confession Saturday afternoon when he 
called Kingston City Police who picked 
him up at 4:30 p.m. on Marys Avenue. 


He subsequently unraveled the story of 


crimes he said he committed over a period 
of years in the Margaretville area. 


He told Kingston Police Chief Julius 


Glassman and Det. Sergeant Joseph 
Feraca he was responsible for the death 
of his stepfather, Alfred Glass, in Novem- 
ber, 1973 and for the suffocation death of 
Vida Saunders, a family friend in March 
of 1974. 


Both Glass and the woman were living 


with Costello at the time of their deaths. 


According to his confession he allegedly 


forced the death of the stepfather by 
causing him to choke on his own fluids. 
He also said he had suffocated the Saun- 
ders woman with a pillow while she was 
sleeping. 


Feraca said both deaths had been at- 


tributed to natural causes at the time. He 
said he was in contact with Margaretville 
State Police and Margaretviile Hospital 
and both had confirmed there was no 
cause for suspicion originally in either 
death. 


Glass suffered a history of Parkinson's 


disease and was seized with uncon- 


trollable coughing. Costello said he de- 
liberately gave him a drink of brandy, 
following it with water in the knowledge 
that he would drown in his own fluids 
when the mixture went into his lungs. 


The Saunders woman wore a 


pacemaker and was suffocated while she 
was sleeping, Costello told police.

claimed responsibility for burning and

Halcottsville's Mam Street He said he 
set the fire to cover the fact that he had 
entered the house earlier and robbed it of 
silver, antiques and glassware. 


Costello had lived with his sister in 


Halcottsville for more than 10 years

While here he said he was staying with 


friends but refused to identify them. 


Asked why he called police and insisted 


on entering his confession, he told detec- 
tives he was "tired of being used," but 
refused to elaborate. 


Property Owners There to Be Ordained 
Tax Revolt Reaches Rochester

ROCHESTER — The growing tax- 


payer revolt through religious exemp- 
tion will come to Rochester next week 
when a number of local property 
owners — possibly including one of the 
town's tax assessors — will be or- 
dained into the ministry of the Univer- 
sal Life Church. 


"I think it would put a lot of pressure 


on the state to do something about the 
tax laws," said Assessor Allen L. 
Chamberlain, who admitted he is pon- 
dering whether to be ordained himself. 


Chamberlain said he and the town's 


two other assessors — Chief Assessor 
Clifford Hartelius and William 
Mitchell — haven't yet discussed how 
to treat the properties of the new ULC 
ministers, but a decision is expected 
within a month. Date of record for 
property taxes and exemptions is May 
1st. 


The California-based church gained 


attention in this area when it held an 


ordination in mid-1976 for about half 
the residents of the Ulster County 
community of Hardenburgh, where a 
large share of property already was 
exempt for religious and other non- 
profit purposes. 


Ordinations in Rochester will be 


performed Jan. 19 by the ULC's re- 
gional titular head, Bishop George 
McLain, a Liberty plumbing and heat- 
ing contractor, or by one of his assis- 
tants. Hosting the gathering will be 
Alex Tessler, local hotel owner. 


Although Tessler as a ULC minister 


theoretically ivould be eligible to have 
his 60-room hotel and about 100 acres 
exempted, he said the purpose of the 
Fair Tax Association of Rochester, 
sponsors of the ordinations, is tax 
reform. 


"We don't want anybody to pay our 


taxes — but we don't want to pay 
theirs, either," Tessler said, noting 
that. 24 per cent of all Ulster County 
property is exempt from taxation for 


one reason or another. 


"We want to serve notice on our 


lawmakers that something has to be 
done," he said. 


More than 100 local residents, in- 


cluding Chamberlain, turned out at an 
organizational meeting last week at 
Tessler's Hotel to discuss tax ine- 
quities and possible solutions. 


Despite an update in Rochester tax 


valuations to 100 per cent this year, 
Chamberlain said tax laws still are 
"archaic" because of inequities in 
their structure. 


One of McLain's larger Ulster Coun- 


ty ordinations was in Kerhonkson in 
September, when he proclaimed some 
200 county residents as ministers in 
the ULC 


Membership in the ULC clergy usu- 


ally costs only $2, and most clergymen 
plan to hold services on their property 
once a year in order to qualify it as a 
regular place of worship and therefore 
tax exempt.

WASHINGTON (UP1) - 


Jimmy Carter will ride to his 
Inauguration down Pennsylva- • 
nia Avenue, where carriages 
and cars, have carried other 
.presidents to take the oath, 
where victorious armies have 
marched, where caissons have 
home the bodies' of martyred 
leaders. 


Down Pennsylvania Avenue 


— past liquor stores, half a 
dozen fast-food restaurants, 
some parking lots, a souvenir 
shop selling "fireworks, magic 
tricks, jokes." 


"The Avenue of Presidents", 


the grand boulevard which 
Pierre 1'Enfant envisoned as 
America's Champs d'Elyssee, 
connecting the White House 
and the Capitol, has gone to 
seed. 


Leaving the White House, 


Carter will pass the Occidental 
Restaurant,, "where statesmen 
meet to eat;" and the Willard 
Hotel, "the resident of Presi- 
dents." Both are boarded-up 
and soiled by the droppings of 
thousands of roosting starl- 
ings.. 


On Carter's right will be the 


bland grey granite bates of 
government buildings. On his 
left will be the tawdry shops 
every city has — around skid 
row. 


"This street is a disgrace!"

End the War Week 


Dear Editor: 


Jan. 8 through 16 is National End 


the War Week. It is a time when we 
as citizens should look squarely at the 
problems left by the Vietnam War and 
act to resolve them. There must be a 
just resolution of the war's legacies, 
and thefirst thing to be done is to 
convince President-Elect Carter to 
grant amnesty for all. That means not 
only draff registers, but nearly 800,000 
Vietnam-era veterans who were given 
bad 
discharges: 
they found 
out 


firsthand that the war was wrong and, 
unjust and that the military was in- 
fected with racism, they chose, in a 
variety of ways, not to continue their 
cooperation with the U.S. war effort, 
and as a result they now have bad 
discharges. This means they can't get 
jobs, educational assistance or 
Veteran's Administration benefits, no 
matter how honorably they served on 
the front lines. They need Honorable 
Discharges and a chance at jobs. 


There are between 4,500 and 30,000 


so-called "military deserters" still at 
large. They chose not to be part of our 
government's war effort, and remain in 
exile or underground. Carter has not 
promised to deal justly with these 
people. They require Honorable Dis- 
charges and the right to come home. 


At least one million draft-eligible 


males did not register for the draft. 
They could be arrested at any time. 
Carter has not promised to include 
these people in pardon. Nor has he 
promised to include the unknown 
thousands of civilian anti-war pro- 
testers who are branded with criminal 
records for life because of these pro- 
tests. These people, too, must receive 
amnesty. 


At the base of the amnesty question 


is the right and duty of a citizen in a 
democracy to resist unjust and crimi- 
nal wars. The U.S. strenthened this 
concept by its central role in the 
formulation of the Nuremberg prin- 
ciples. Is it not time for Carter to end 
the artificial distinctions between cat- 
egories of war resisters? Carter's "am- 


nesty plan" must include veterans 
with less than honorable discharges, 
deserters, draft non-registrants, war 
resisten who have taken 
foreign 


citizenship and civilian anti-war pro- 
testers, as well as the draft resisters he 
already includes. Unconditional uni- 
versal amnesty would cost not one 
penny and would reunite the diverse 
elements of our nation and start 
Carter's administration with a good 
feeling. During the Christmas program 
of "All in the Family," ArcKie 
Bunker's dinner guests are a gold star 
father and, unexpectedly, a draft re- 
sister from Canada. In the confronta- 
tion between these two, the father who 
has lost his son says to the draft 
resister, "Steve had to do what he had 
to do, and you had to do what you had 
to do." And he extends his hand in 
friendship to the young man. 


As his final action to really end the 


war, Carter is urged to redress the 
grievances of those victims of the war, 
the Vietnamese people, whose land 
was despoiled, whose population was 
decimated and whose social problems 
are mounting. They have the right to 
be recognized by the United Nations 
as a sovereign nation, but this the U.S. 
refuses to allow. The U.S. stands alone 
among nations in voting against 
Vietna,cm's right to be admitted to the 
United Nations. And while other gov- 
ernments and private organizations 
have given aid and are trading with 
Vietnam, the U.S. government, which 
caused all the misery in Vietnam, has 
not given one cent in reparations or 
assistance. The Vietnamese have re- 
peatedly expressed their desire for 
normal relations with the U.S. which 


would mean the lifting of the trade 


embargo against Veitnam and support 
for admission of that country to the 
United Nations. 


Let us urge upon our government a 


more realistic and humane attitude 
toward the nation it could not conquer.

Carter Views Foreign Policy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The foreign policy problems that will confront the 


Carter administration are not new. The Ford administration has been facing 
most of them for nearly three years. 


But, largely because of the long pause in U.S. leadership caused by the 


uncertainties and the distractions of the presidential election, the problems have 
been piling up and compounding themselves. 


Most of the people the incoming president has chosen to deal with those 


problems are experienced, conventional foreign policy makers who are not 
radically different in style or background from the officials they are replacing. 


Cyrus Vance, the new secretary of state, is an establishment figure. Z b i g 


n i e w Brzennski, to be presidential assistant for national security, is almost 
a mirror-image of Henry Kissinger, including the impressive academic back- 
ground and the well-developed intellect and ego. 


Judging from the statements by Carter and these chief foreign policy advisers, 


the distinguishing characteristic of his administration will be a change in 
emphasis. 


— Economics will be an integral part of each foreign policy decision and the 


new Treasury secretary, Michael Blumenthal, will be an operating part of the 
team that makes foreign policy recommendations to the new president. 


— Brzezmski has indicated he will stress the "architectural" elements of 


foreign policy rather than the "acrobatic." The diplomatic spectaculars 
periodically staged by Kissinger, criticized as "Lone Ranger" tactics by Carter 
during the campaign, will be replaced by a series of diplomatic contacts. 


— Carter promises there will be an attempt to restore a sense of morality to 


foreign policy. How exactly that will occur and whether, indeed, it is possible 
in Carter's terms is a source of great argument in the ranks of professional 
diplomats. 


Some of the problems the new administration faces require only one or two 


major decisions in the White House: 


— Strategic arms limitation talks (SALT D) have been stalled for a year over 


whether to include an American cruise missile and a Soviet bomber in a count 
of strategic weapons. 


— The Panama Canal negotiations are on the brink of settlement. A 


presidential decision is needed on how long the United States will maintain its 
operating rights of the canal and how U.S. defense righto will be safeguarded. 
Diplomats estimates the negotiations are more than 90 per cent complete. 


Other problems are complex and entangled but urgent, nevertheless: 
— The Middle East. The Lebanese war put an end to a partial solution in 


the region but gave rise to hope that the time and situation are better than ever 
for a comprehensive settlement. The United States, as the leading outside 
power, must deal with trie problem of keeping the Soviet Union again from 
intruding The rights of the Palestinians must be provided for in a way that 
is acceptable to both Israelis and Arabs. The Saudi Arabians threaten to put 
the squeeze on oil exports to the U.S. and Western Europe if the Mideast 
political situation is not promptly dealt with. 


— Southern Africa. A Kissinger plan for turning Rhodesia's control.over to 


black majority rule was sufficent to bring the black and white parties together 
in Geneva. Now the conference has stallled. The Soviets and their allies continue 
to exercise wide influence in southern Africa in supplies and training cadres. 
Soviet actions in Africa and the U.S. reaction will probably be the fint test 
of detente between the two superpowers. 


— Western Europe. There is wide disagreement in the U.S. intelligence 


community about Soviet military capabilities and intentions. Hawks and doves 
agree that there has been a growing Soviet military buildup. Does this indicate 
a Soviet willingness to return to Cold War politics, or at least a preparedness 
to take risks in the next conference between U.S. and NATO? Carter will 
somehow have to reassure the NATO allies without triggering a return to politics 
of contfrontation with the Soviet Union. 


If Watergate taught the limits of domestic presidential power, Vietnam was 


a lesson in the limits of American power in the world at large. The first year 
of the Carter administration probably will indicate whether the new president 
has studied those lessons. 
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The Perfect Machine 


WASHINGTON (KFS) - Being the 


unimaginatively proper-thinking people 
they are, the next Carter cabinet can be 
expected to approach the huge service 
bureaucracies over which its members 
will nominally preside as imperfect but 
readily improvable organizations. No 
time will be wasted on the disturbing 
thought that these structures are in- 
trinsically impossible of improvement. 
For such disturbing but also illuminating 
thoughts, we might read a paper by 
Andrew Gordon, a professor of sociology 
at Northwestern's Center for Urban Af- 
fairs: 
j 


"There is available on many toy coun- 


ters an unusual and instructive machine. 
It is a battery-operated five-inch box with 
a lid and an exposed switch. It is other- 
wise unadorned. If someone flips the 
switch to turn ;the machine on, a 
grotesque hand emerges from beneath the 
lid with a single purpose: to turn the 
switch to 'off again so that the machine 
can sit silently until someone else turns 
it back 'on.' In one sense this is a perfect 
machine. The hand effectively carries out 
its mission - to prevent any outside 
interference with whatever is going on 
inside the box. Imagine a bureaucracy 
which is similarly perfect..." (Gordon, 
Bush, McKnight et al., "Beyond Need; 
Toward a Serviced Society," Centre In- 
tercultural de Documentacion, Doc. I-V, 
74-57, APDO 479 Cuemavaca, Mexico). 


It's not hard to imagine such a bureauc- 


racy. The model Gordon describes fits 
almost everyone that we come in contact 
with, but, like the insipid conven- 
tionalists in the Carter cabinet, we 
haven't understood the box is so con- 
structed that the only task it is capable 
of performing is that it can continue to do 
nothing undisturbed. 


Gordon and his associates are trying to 


open up the box and study the mecha- 
nism by which the grotesque hand rises 
to shut itself off. How is it, for instance, 
that studies, evaluations, investigatory 
task forces and criticisms by presumably 
knowledgeable experts invariably result 
in strengthening the hand in power and 
ugliness? , 


By the people in the box insisting the 


operations of the box can only be under- 
stood by those thoroughly trained in its 
arcane complexities. The "apparently in- 
dependent audit" is conducted by "an 
interdependent web of interests, in- 
corporating training institutions, pro- 
fessional associations, licensing bodies, 
paid evaluators and professionalized fun- 
ders of evaluations." 


In that way, studies and investigations 


which set out to reform the box become 
a means of chastising those who challenge 
the box or question its workings. 


group review, whichjs the only kind of 
review our service bureaucracies will con- 
cede is competent to judge them, is self- 
review. Self-reviewers characteristically 
change the standards Jol review. Lay 
people, potential service-seeking clients 
judge an organization on its achieve- 
ments, its results, the number of people 
cured or fed or jobs found for. Bureau- 
rcracies charged with these tasks never 
evaluate themselves by such standards. 
An agency or office or clinic is deemed 
professionally acceptable if it has the 
proper number of square feet per CUB-. 
tomer, the correct ratio of staff to clients, 
the correct level of professional educa- 
tion, etc., etc. The rationalization is that 
if you have correct procedures you'll have 
good results, but as we've seen again and 
again with the demands by professional 
educators, there's little' or no connection 
b etween expenditures, proper equipment 
and correct staff ratios with pupil

The recurrent plaint by the service 


bureaucracies that there isn't enough 
money to do the job disguises the fact 
that the same bureaucracies are always 
enlarging the job to be done so that there 
is never enough money and never .will be. 
The constant enlargement of the demand 
is accomplished in a number of ways, one 
of which is to define everyone as 
pathological and therefore in need of 
treatment, which, naturally, the agency 
lacks the money and' "trained" staff to 
supply.

Cole Cops 


This was a cold night. Harlem was 


quiet. The families which had slept on 
roofs all summer now holed up in empty 
cellars. A half-million black people were 
jammed into old brownsfones and new 
government projects. 


Sightless windows wore boarded Band- 


'Aids. Cars were parked on both sides of 
every street. The King Cole Trio drifted 
out of gear in a black car. These were 
veteran non-panic cops - the worst kind. 


Between them, they had 55 years of 


experience. The white cops called them 
Knobbie, Kinky and Baldie. Knobbie had 
a subcutaneous growth on his forehead; 
Kinky had edges of snow at his temples; 
Baldie hadn't exchanged greetings with a 
barber in years. 


They ran the only car allowed outside 


the borough. Their captain also allowed 
them to select their own tour of duty. 
They picked the night - 8 to 4. There was 
no publicity about them because they 
scorned it. One Saturday they agreed to 
take me along if I would sit in the back 
and keep my mouth shut. 


The car moved slowly, a mass of 


squeaks. The three men had eyes and ears 
out of both sides of the vehicle. It moved 
.up 137th. Someone said, "Under the 
street lamp left." The car coasted to a 
stop. 


The doors opened and three men were 


out, low and fast, arms threshing. It is not 
easy for 20 men to shoot craps in the cold. 
They were huddled on the sidewalk in a 
pale talcum of light. When they saw the 
King Cole Trio, they made no sound. 


They fled in different directions with 


the sound of shoe leather. It was like 
throwing a rock among feeding pigeon*. 
Night unto night. Kinky picked the mon- 


ey up. Baldie counted and placed it in a 
sealed envelope. 


They cruised. Two hours went by. The 


squawk box uttered hissing numbers. On 
West 144th a sniper was trying to kill 
pedestrians from a roof. The old black car 
could move. It had contempt for red 
lights. 


The street was jammed with squad 


care. Cops shouted hoarsely. The King 
Cole Trio jammed badges on their over- 
coats. A finger of searchlight felt the 
rooftops in braille. A black man with big 
eyes leaned over the coping. , 


Knobbie looked and shouted. "He's 


no.sniper, I know him." Police, with guns, 
crouched behind fenders. Knobbie 
walked into the light. "Come on down, 
Jimmy," he yelled. "You're drunk again. 
I warned you, boy." 


How easy it would have been to pick 


him off. "Come on down!" It was an 
order. Cop* rushed the hallway. The man 
came down. Turned out he was hen- 
pecked.

The incident occurred on Chenpeo u- 


land in the Unuri River, which flowi 
between Soviet Siberia and Chineee Man- 
churia. Kiaiincer called for a map of the 
ana. He noticed that the clean had 
occurred five miles from a Soviet railhead 
but 10 miles from a Chinese terminal, he 
told us. 


Kissinger immediately concluded that 


the Chinese would never have provoked 
an incident so far fron their supply line. 
He decided, therefore, that the Russians 
had started the ihootinf and that the 
Chinese would welcome a. U.S. approach. 


Today, the 5,000-mile border is quiet 


but tense. The intelligence reports are 
conflicting about the degree of hostility 
between Chinese and Russian border 
troops. Apparently, this depends largely 
upon the local commanders. But no seri- 
ous incidents have been reported in the 
past few months. 
, The beat U.S. estimate is that the 
Soviets have 41 divisions, seven of then 
armored, on their Chinese frontier. Sever- 
al menacing air and missile units are also 
deployed along the border. The total 
Soviet force facing China is estimated at 
800,000. 


According to our sources, the Chinese 


don't consider this to be a large enough 
force to invade China. They believe the 
Soviets would have to transfer troops 
from the European front. This could be 
detected by satellites, the Chinese be- 
lieve, in time for them to strengthen their 
defenses. 


In the opinion of U.S. experts, the 


Chinese would be no match for the Rus- 
sians on the battlefield. The Chinese 
would be forced to fight largely with 
obsolescent weapons — recoilless rifles 
against tanks, inferior fighter planes 
against modern MIG-23s, masses of in- 
fantry against machines. 


The Chinese have tested nuclear de- 


vices, with a four-megaton bang. But the 
ballistic missiles available to deliver the 
nuclear warheads are a decade behind the 
Soviet models. 


Nevertheless, the Chinese commanders 


reportedly believe that the old strategies, 
which Mao Tse-tung used to win the 
mainland, would defeat an 
invading 


force. Mao looked upon the Chinese popu- 
lace as a sea which, in the end, would 
drown the invaders. By his book, the 
Chinnse would draw the enemy forces 
deep into the sea and then overwhelm 
them with humanity. 


Mao summed up his battlefield tactics 


succinctly in these words: "Enemy ad- 
vances, we retreat. Enemy halts, we 
harass. Enemy tires, we attack. Enemy 
retreats, we pursue." 


U.S. military strategists are skeptical, 


however, that the Soviets would mount 
the kind of invasion the Chinese are 
anticipating. In any war between the two 
Comnunist titans, it is more likely that 
the Soviets would use their superior mis- 
sile power to wipe out China's nuclear 
capability. 


The only possible invasion, in the opin- 


ion of these experts, would be a "surgical 
strike" against specific targets. Under an 
umbrella of planes and 
behind 
a 


spearhead of tanks, the Soviets might 
drive against Sinkiang's nuclear facilities 
or Manchuria's industrial centers. 


A confidential intelligence analysis sug- 


gests, meanwhile, that the Chinese com- 
manders hope to avoid a military confron- 
tation with Russia. This attitude could 
lead eventually to a Sino-Soviet detente. 
For it is now clear that the new govern- 
ment in Peking is backed by the army. 


In fact, our sources contend that the 


real power in Peking is held by the senior 
military commanders. They played a 
pivotal part in the arrest of Chiang Chlng, 
the widow of Mao Tse-tung, and three 
other Maoists in the Politburo. Our 
sources have gone so far as to describe the 
event as a "military coup." 


It was executed by Che'n Hse lien, the 


commander of the Peking garrison, who is 
now regarded by our sources as the most 
powerful man in China. His superior, 
Defense Minister Yeh Chien-ying, is in 
poor health and, therefore, is more of a 
front man. 


The army anticipated a possible upris- 


ing after the October 6 move against the 
"gang of four," as Madame Chiang and 
her three cohorts are now called. They 
controlled the militia, which could have 
been called into the streets. 


The most dangerous spot was Shang- 


hai, the stronghold of the Maoists. So 
Shanghai party leader Ma Tien-shui and 
Shanghai garrison commander Chou 
Chun-lin were summoned to Peking. 
They suspected foul play and arranged a 
code to alert their colleagues. A telephone 
call from Peking, complaining of a "stom- 
ach ache" would mean the.pragmatisU 
had taken control. A call about a "heart 
attack" would mean the Maoist leaden 
were in serious trouble., 
' According to clandestine reports reach- 
ing Hongkong, both calls were made. The 
Shanghai leaden called a secret meeting 
after midnight on October 8. Orden went 
out to mobilize 30,000 militiaman and 
arm them with guns instead of their 
customary truncheons. They also planned 
to go on the air to announce that Shang- 
hai was in. revolt against a "reviaiooiat" 
takeover in Peking.

Spy Hearing 
Set Today 


NEWARK, N.J.(UPI)-A 


hearing was ordered today in 
U.S. District Court in the case 
of Ivan Rogalsky, who was 
arrested Friday night on 
charges of passing classified 
documents to a Soviet agent. 


Rogalsky, 34, a resident al- 


ien of Jackson Township, N.J., 
is charged with 
obtaining 


documents, which he planned 
to give to Yevgeniy Petrovich 
Karpov, second secretary to 
the Soviet Mission to the Unit- 
ied Nations and a suspected 
Soviet intelligence agent. 


He was arraigned on the 


charges before U.S. Magistrate 
William Hunt Saturday. Hunt 
ordered the former Russian 
seaman held without bail, and 
today's hearing was called to 
determine if he Rogalsky can 
afford a lawyer. 


Rogalsky refused to answer 


questions about his financial 
status and was appointed a 
temporary attorney, Roger 
Lowenstein, a federal public 
defender, who said Rogalsky 
has been unemployed and is 
indigent. 


U.S. Attorney Jonathan 


Goldstein said FBI agents ar- 
rested Rogalsky Friday night 
in Lakewood, N.J., soon after 


he obtained a highly classified 
document titled "Statement of 
Work — Investigation of Spe- 
cial Techniques relating to 
Satellite Communications." 


The document was given to 


him by Paul S. Nekrasov, a 
senior project engineer for 
RCA Corp. Astro-Electronics 
Division in Princeton, N.J., 
who cooperated with the FBI 
in its year-long investigation, 
Goldstein said. 


Rogalsky met Nekrasov at a 


party in California in Novem- 
ber 1975, Goldstein said, and 
renewed the acquaintance 
when the engineer moved to 
New Jersey last August and 
began working on a classified 
project at the RCA complex. 


Goldstein said the two met 


at least 10 times in Lakewood. 
At one, he said, Rogalsky told 
Nekrasov that the Soviets 
would arrange bail if they were 
arrested and "would arrange 
for an offshore pickup off the 
Delaware Coast." 


Last November Nekrasov 


gave Rogalsky an unclassified 
document on NASA's space 
shuttle program, but Gold- 
stein said no classified defense 
documents have fallen into So- 
viet hands.

tended to confirm the reports 
Members of the party's pow- 
erful politburo based in pro- 
vincial areas apparently failed 
to appear at meetings held 
during the weekend to com- 
memorate the first anniversary 
of the death of Premier Chou 
En-lai.

Demands for Teng's return

Teng's re-emergence is proba- 
ble — unless the present situ 
ation gets out of hand anJ 
violence erupts. 


However, there is wide dis- 


agreement over what position 
Teng might occupy if he is 
rehabilitated.

colored envelope, on New Year's Eve. It was 
a complete surprise. She hadn't expected her 
kindnesses to the presidential candidate to 
reap any particular rewards. 


Mn. Wuett's Tint connection with Carter 


was a letter she wrote to him after experienc- 
ing a "psychic dream" one night last August. 
She woke in the middle of the night and 
composed a letter to the candidate telling 
him of her vision and the meaning of what 
she saw. "I've always been a Republican, but 
I liked this guy," says the buoyant Mn. 
Wuest. 


She has great faith in the psychic dreams 


she's been having ever since she was a child, 
and she U currently writing a book on the 
subject. Her dreams are usually guides for 
her own life, so the dream concerning Carter 
had special importance. 


Mn. Wuest's letter was acknowledged 


with a postcard—a picture of the candidate 
on one side and a note of thanks on the other. 


Mrs. Wuest, who claims she'll be 75 on 


Jan. 16, had good feelings about the entire 
Carter family, and when Amy celebrated her 
ninth birthday, the Lomontville resident 
sent the girl one of her handmade "Toy 
Animal Fantasies," a cute little lamb she 
calls "Miss Lucy" holding an even tinier 
lamb called "Tiny Tim." Mrs. Wuest makes 
these charming stuffed-animals to sell in 
area stores and as gifts for friends. Attached 
to each is a short poem she 'wrote herself. 


Amy Carter's letter thanking Mn. Wuest, 


for her kindness is now framed in the 
Wuest's home on Ashokan Road, along with 
the many paintings and drawings that Mn. 


Wuest has done over the yean and shown in 
galleries throughout the world. - 


The Wuests want very much to attend the 


presidential inauguration, but, as senior 
citiiens, they aren't sun thay they can. 
handle the crowds, the cold, and all the 
standing they'd probably have to do. They 
are trying, through the assistance of Con- 
gressman McHugh, to make arrangements to 
be seated during the ceremony. 


Another Ulster County woman, who won't 


try to go to the inauguration but is equally 
as pleased with her invitation, is Mn.

'Special' 
Delivery 
Under Fire 


NEW YORK(UPI) - Rep. 


Stephen Solarz says the U.S. 
Postal Service may be com- 
mitting a S47 million-a-year 
fraud by charging extra for 
special delivery mail while 
often giving it only regular 
handling. 


"Customers pay an extra 


SI.25 for each piece of special' 
delivery mail" but "millions of 
these letters receive no special 
handling at all," the Brooklyn 
Democrat said Saturday. 


Solarz, a member of the 


House Post Office and Civil 
Service Committee, said pos- 
tal workers told the panel two 
years ago that only 45 per cent 
of special deliver}7 mail han- 
dled in the city actually re- 
ceives special handling. 


Such mail for business ad- 


dresses is routinely delivered 
along with the regular mail 
while special delivery mail for 
residences is dispatched sepa- 
rately only if the regular car- 
rier has already left the Post 
Office, the congressman said. 


"This procedure smacks of 


false advertising," Solarz said. 
"Any private company that 
charged exhorbitant fees for 
services which it didn't per- 
form would clearly be guilty of 
fraud."

magnificent Oakland Raiders, it was the 
fitting climax to Super Bowl XI. For the 
frustrated Minnesota Vikings, it meant 
another winter of hollow disappointment. 


Once and for all, the Raiders showed 


the world they didn't deserve the loser's 
image they had been given and they 
might have saved their very best for the 
very last. 


In 60-degree weather and under sunny 


skies after a week of rain in southern 
California, the Raiders ended the myth 
they couldn't win the big one by defeating 
the Vikings 32-14 Sunday at the Rose 
Bowl. 


"I don't know if this is the most perfect 


game we've ever played," said Oakland 
Coach John Madden, "but it's the most 
perfect game that I can remember. And 


if you're going to play a perfect game, this 
was a perfect time for it." 


"I don't have to say anything at all," 


Raiders' quarterback Ken Stabler said 
when asked if his club had finally proved 
their detractors wrong. "All I know is all 
of you are here and want to talk to me 
now. That should be enough." 


By winning their last 12 in a row to 


finish with a 16-1 record, the Raider 
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machine became the second best Super 
Bowl winner in history. Don Simla's

Miami 


Dolphins had a perfect 17-0 record. 


"Oakland would have dominated any 


other team 
in pro football today," 


claimed Al Davis, the Raiders' former 
coach and guiding genius. "This was 
building all year. 


"I have compassion for Minnesota. The 


Vikings are a great team. But Oakland 
was the greatly superior team today. I'm 
especially happy for John Madden. This 
will establish him as one of the truly great 
coaches in the game." 


Playing before a national TV audience 


estimated at 75 million, and a record 
Super Bowl crowd of 100,421, the Raiders 
turned a blocked Ray Guy punt—the first 
of his four-year pro career—into the turn- 
ing point of the game. 


eight yards to rookie Sammy White for 
the first Minnesota score. 


The Vikings didn't get another touch- 


down until Bob Lee, replacing Tarkenton 
after Brown raced back a Tarkenton pass 
a Super Bowl-record 75 yards for a fourth 
Oakland touchdown with 5:43 to go, 
passed 13 yards to tight end Stu Voight.

For Tarkenton, the multitalented quar- 


terback who doubles as a sportscaster, 
and Minnesota's poker-faced coach, Bud 
Grant, it was Super Bowl failure No1. 4 in 
four tries. 


"They were the best team we've faced 


this season," said Grant of the Raiders. 
But he maintained his poise in the face 
of his team's resounding defeat. 


"They made the big plays and .we 


didn't,". Grant continued. "That was the 
difference. I guess we just played them on 
the wrong day. We could play them 
tomorrow and we might beat them. 


"They might have gotten more out of 


that fumble recovery (in the opening 
quarter) than we got out of the blocked 
punt. I think it cost us a lot when we 
weren't able to take it on in." 


With 6:06 left in the opening half and 


Oakland ahead 10-0, Ahmad Rashad 
dropped a bomb from Tarkenton on the 
Raider 39-yard line. The pass had touch- 
down written all over it. 


"We tried to do the same thing and I 


guess it helped. We were relaxed." 


The final first-half statistics told the 


full story. The Raiders had a 16-4 advan- 
tage in first downs and had rolled up 288 
total yards to 86 for the Vikings. Tarken- 
ton had only 59 yards passing and the 
Minnesota rushing attack had just 27 
yards. ' 


Clarence Davis, who never made the 


Rose Bowl at Southern California, had his 
best day as a pro by rushing for 137 yards 
on 16. carries. 


Banaszak scored two touchdowns and 


Stabler hit 12-of-19 passes for 180 yards. 
Fred Biletnikoff, the game's MVP, caught 
four passes for 79 yards and Casper made 
four receptions for 70 yards.

Vikings' Trek Home is a Long, Cold Journey 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) — The 


Minnesota Vikings headed back to their 
frigid homeland today, shaking their 
heads perhaps and wondering whether 
they'll ever capture football's richest 


prize—the Super Bowl— which has 
eluded them four straight times. 


In the bright southern California sun- 


shine Sunday, the Vikings were out- 
classed by the Oakland Raiders 32-14 in

ing them the losingest team in the history 
of the classic. 


The Vikings' scrambling quarterback

I want to get 
away and not see a football for a long 
time. Maybe in March or April I'll start 
thinking about playing again. 


"I may never play again," smiled the 


36-year-old, 16-year NFL veteran from 
Georgia.

the inability of the Vikings to force the 
Raiders into passing situations. On 
Minnesota's offensive ledger, the Vikings 
were unable to convert on third down 


situations, he said. 


"We just didn't get the third down 


plays," he said. "We just played them on 
the wrong day. If we had played them 
tomorrow we would have beaten them." 


Jeff Siemon, the game's leading tackier 


with 15 and two assists, virtually put on 
a one-man show for the Vikings on de- 
fense, but there was little other help as 
the Raiders continually wore Minnesota 
down. 


"I thought we.played good defense," 


said the middle linebacker, "especially 
early in the game. But a great team like 
Oakland is bound to eventually score on 
you. I thought before the game that a key 
for us to win the game was for our defense 
not to be out on the field too long. 


. "But it didn't work out that way. We 


picked up some momentum in the third 
quarter, but I didn't see anything that we 
did made me feel that we could turn the 
thing around in a wholesale fashion. 


"I'd like to go to a fifth Super Bowl but 


I don't know if we'll get the chance." 


Alan Page, the Vikings star defensive 


tackle, was less vocal. He sat glumly on 
his locker room 'bench, seeming to mull 
over each of the reporter's questions. 


"What can I tell you? They kicked our 


butts. If you. saw the game from the 
stands, then you know. They were as good 
a team as I thought they would be." 


Chuck Foreman, the Vikings' prolific 


running back, said he was surprised that 
Minnesota wasn't able to run more on the 
Raiders.

Pate Was Really 'Below Par' 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (UPI) - To win when you are playing 


well is one thing, but to win when you aren't playing well 
is something else altogether. 


That's how Jerry Pate feels today about his sudden-death 


victory over Dave Stockton Sunday in the $200,000 Phoenix 
Open, first event of the year on the PGA Tour. 


"I hate to say I didn't play well when I won," said Pate, 


"but I would be less than honest if I didn't say it. I didn't 
play well, not in the final round anyway, but I guess I won 
because no one else played well either." 


Pate took a one-shot lead into the final round Sunday, 


held up nearly three hours at the start because of frozen 
greens, but lost it quickly. 


He was lucky to make the turn in even-par 36 while 


Stockton, his partner only three weeks ago in the World 
Cup, turned in 34, with birdies on one, four, five and eight 
and bogeys on three, four and six. 


"I couldn't believe I was in the lead the way I was 


scattering the ball all over the lot," said Stockton, whose 
only victory last year was in the PGA Championship while 
Pate was winning the U.S. and Canadian Opens and Rookie 
of the Year honors. "Still, I was, in front and it was e good 
feeling." 


The feeling didn't last too long even though Pate 


continued having his problems. By the 13th hole both were 
tied for the lead and it stayed that way through regulation 
- play as they both finished with seven-under par 277s. 


So, the two, who became good friends in the World Cup 


even though Stockton is 12 years Pate's senior at 35, went 
to the 15th to start the playoff. 


"We didn't have much to say to each other," said 


Stockton. "It was kind of a peculiar feeling to be playing 
head-to-head against Jerry." 


"I was kind of numb about the playoff," said Pate. "I 


became very fond of Dave in the World Cup and somehow 
it didn't seem right I should be playing him for the title." 


The playoff didn't last long as Stockton, one of the best 


putters on the tour, missed a four-footer and wound up with 
a bogey on the par three hole and Pate made an 18-inch 
putt for a par. 


"Of course, you never like to lose," said Stockton, "but 


the way I played all day I think I was extremely lucky to 
go as far as I did. I didn't hit a good drive all day and if. 
it wasn't for my putting I never would have even come close, 
but you can get out of jail only so many times." 


Pate thus won $40,000 and Stockton $22,800. Naturally, 


Pate was happy with the victory, but he said it wasn't only 
because of the money." 


"I know after the way I played last year there were some 


people saying I could never do it again," Pate said. "They 
were saying the secondyear jinx would hit me the same way 
it has a lot of other guys out here. 


"So winning here in the first event of the year is rewarding 


and satisfying to me for that reason. It's certainly a fine 
way to start the new year. When I came out here last week 


1 had only two goals in mind—to win more tournament 
titles this year than last and to win one of the majors. 


"I'm going to try to win every week. But the on« 


tournament I'd like to win more than any other would b« 
the Masters. 1 was born in Georgia and it would be quit* 
an achievement for me to win there." 


Larry Nelson finished at 278, shooting a final round 71 


while Stockton had a 72 and Pate a 73, to win third-place 
money of $14,200, the second biggest payday of his career.

Fred Biletnikoff waited for the next question, but he had 


answered so many others already that none was forth- 
coming. He glanced at his lOyear-old son, Fred, Jr., 
standing at his aide, holding the MVP announcement in his 
right hand and a^soft drink in his left, and the Raiders' wide 
receiver ran his hand through the boy's hair. 


"It's a great moment, isn't it, Fred?" he said to the 


youngster, who nodded agreement. 


"What does the award mean to you?" someone asked 


Biletnikoff 


"It means 43 other people helped me get it," he replied 


quickly 


"How long are you going to keep playing?" was the 


next question. 


That one made Biletnikoff stop and think a moment. He 


wasn't sure at all of the answer, so he turned it over to his 
son.' 


"How long are we gonna keep playing, Fred?" he asked, 


looking at his son 


"I dunno," said the boy. "You signed a contract for 


two years, didn't you?" 


"There you go," laughed the elder Biletnikoff. "You're 


right, I did sign for two years and that means I have another 
year to go " 


As he came off the field into the Raiders' dressing room 


after the victory over the Vikings, Fred Biletnikoff s mind 
raced back to before he even signed with Oakland. He 
thought about many things: his early life; how he had 
played at Florida State and how he loved football so much, 
he had gotten married under the goal posts in Talahassee, 
Fla. That was to his first wife, whom he isn't with any 
longer. 


Biletnikolfs boy, Fred Jr., was a result of that 


marriage, and the youngster wat one of the first persons 
the Raiders' receiver headed for when he came into the 
dressing room after the game. 


Biletnikoff was so happy to see his son, he tried to kiss 


him, but discovered he couldn't because he still had on his 
helmet and face mask. They both had a good laugh over 
that, after which the father took off his helmet and had no 
problem kissing his son this time.

LAKE GEORGE (UPI) - 


Adirondack Park Agency com- 
missioners were scheduled to- 
day to decide whether to per- 
mit construction of a 90-meter 
ski tower for the 1980 Winter 
Olympics at Lake Placid. 


At hearings on the proposal 


last fall, environmental groups 
charged that the tower on the 
ski jump would cause "visual 
pollution" of the "High 
Peaks" area of the Adiron- 
dacks. 
, Local Olympic organizers 
countered that the failure to 
build the ski jump at the In- 
tervale site near Lake Placid 
could possibly cause the tiny 
village to lose its chance to 
hold the Olympics. 


There is currently a 70- 


meter ski jump at the site, but 
Olympic planners proposed 
erecting a combination 70-and 
90-meter jump to replace it. 


The tower from the ski jump 


would rise 260 feet above the 
crest of the slope where it 
would be located, and environ- 
mental critics charged that the 
tower would be visible from 
nearby peaks. 


The ski jump has proved to 


be the most controversial pro- 
posal among the 
Olympic 


planners' plans. 


The organizers have argued 


that the tower could be used as 
a tourist attraction after the 
Olympics are over and would 
help boost the area's economy.

"Division I is more complicated than we feel it should be, 


said Thompson. "Migration into the divieon has given us more 
schools in that classification than we had when we did away 
with the University Division four years ago.- 


"We're right back where we were in 1973. There are so many ' 


differences between division memben, it's almost an im- 
possibility to legislate." 


The way Thompson's committee proposes, schools like 


Miami of Florida, which' plays big time football but has no 
basketball team, .and St. John's of New York, amajor basket- 
ball power which doesn't play football, could play a limited 
number of sports at the Division I level — but would have no 
voice in Division I policy making.. 


"1 don't believe they can .get enough votes to carry that 


proposal," said Southeastern Conference Commissioner Boyd . 
McWhorter. "The SEC supports the idea of having the major 
powers set their own rules. But some of our member schools 
feel they would be unable to meet the criteria beiiig proposed

South played low from dummy 
on the assumption that West 
had 
led 
originally 
from 


Q-10-x-x. 
Moreover, 
South 


wasn't sure who had the ace of 
hearts, and he wanted to keep 
a side entry to dummy's ace of 
spades. 


When the ten of clubs held, 


Seres continued with the eight 
of clubs. Still counting on 
West to have the queen of 
clubs, South tried a finesse 
with dummy's nine. East took 
the queen, and the two red 
aces eventually defeated the 
contract. 


If this sort of thing can hap- 


pen in a world championship, 
it can happen in your game, 
too. Remember that you can 
fool some of your opponents 
all of the time.

Anthony Eden Is 
Critically 111 


Body Found in Scattered Plane Wreckage 
Sinatra's Mother Died Instantly 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif. 


(UPI) 
— Frank 
Sinatra's 


82year-old mother and three 
others were killed instantly 
and their bodies torn apart in 
the crash of their private jet 
into rugged San 
Gorgomo 


Mountain during a snowstorm. 


A helicopter pilot sighted 


the scattered wreckage of the 
white plane Sunday, partially 
buried in six-to-eight foot 
snow drifts at the peak's 9,000- 
foot level, less than 500 feet 
from a ndge summit. 


A ground crew helicoptered 


to the site and spent two hours 
crawling across a steep cliff to 
the crash site, where they 
found the bodies of Natalie 
"Dolly" Sinatra and three oth- 
er victims scattered among the 
debris. 


"They were pretty well dis- 


membered," one searcher said. 


The workers cleared a 


helipad and laid out four body 
bags near the wreckage before 
dark and officials planned to 
fly the remains off the moun- 
tain shortly after dawn today. 


Sinatra, who earlier had 


been reported "hoping against 
hope" that his mother had 
somehow survived the crash, 
was notified of her death at the 
familj 
compound in Palm 


Springs, 22 miles southwest of 
the crash site. 


A spokesman said Sinatra 


and his son, Frank Jr, who 
waited with him, had expected 
the grim outcome 


The jet split apart on im- 


pact, one chunk'of fuselage 
lodging in the cliff while the 
rest of the wreckage skidded 
about 100 feet, officials said. 


"The impact area was scat- 


tered all over the side of the 
mountain," 
one of the 


searchers said. "We probably 
flew over it 20, 30 or 40 times 
the last three days."

Memorial Park. 


The family asked that con- 


tributions in lieu of flowers be 
made to the Martin Anthony 
Sinatra Medical Education 
Center at Desert Hospital in 
Palm Springs 


The two women were flying 


to Las Vegas for Sinatra's 
opening at Caesar's Palace 
Hotel Thursday night when 
the plane, apparently 40 miles 
off course for an unknown rea- 
son, slammed into the ridge at 
approximately 375 miles an 
hour. 


LONDON(UPI) — Former 


Prime Minister Anthony 
Eden, who was flown back to 
England Sunday and met at 
the airport by an ambulance, 
was listed as critical from a 
worsening liver condition. 


Eden, 79, who carries the 


title Lord Avon, wag taken to 
his c o u n t r y 
home at 


Alvediston, near Salisbury, 85 
miles west of London, where 
he was examined by two doc- 
tors. 


A bulletin issued this mom- 


ing said Lord Avon had spent 
a "quiet night." 


"Lord Avon's health has de- 


teriorated rapidly in recent 
days due to progressing liver 
failure," his private secretary 
said a statement issued after 
the doctors' visit. 


"Therefore, in conformity 


with his wishes, it was decided 
to bring him back to England. 
He is being cared for at his 
home," it said. 


Lord and Lady Avon were 


vacationing with friends in 
Florida when his condition 
worsened At the request of his 
family, Prime Minister James 
Callaghan ordered the Royal 
Air Force to send an aircraft to 
return the ailing former prime 
minister to England. 


Dr. Richard Bayliss, one of 


the two doctors who saw him, 
said Lord Avon was still con- 
scious and "very happy to be 
back home." The other doctor 
was Lord Avon's family doc- 
tor, Christopher Brown. 


A medical team accom- 


panied Lord and Lady Avon on 
the eight-hour flight from Flor- 
ida to the RAF base at 
Lyneham, Wiltshire. A special 


hydraulic cabin was used to 
lift him from the VC10 jet to 
a waiting ambulance. 
1 The ambulance was given a 
police escort for the drive to 
Alvediston, and a second am- 
bulance, believed to be carry- 
ing members of the medical 
team, followed. 


The family asked that there 


be no publicity attached to the 
mercy flight. 


Lord Avon, then Anthony 


Eden, became foreign secre- 
tary in 1935, and served in that 
post for 14 years. He succeeded 
Sir 
Winston 
Churchill as 


prime minister in April 1955. 


But ill health, aggravated by 


the Suez crisis in October 
1956, forced him to resign in 
January 1957.
